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Report From 
The Legislature 

(By Garth A. Turcott, MLA) 
As an informed public is 
one of the keystones of de¬ 
mocracy, I intend to try and 
write a weekly report of the 
happenings in the Legisla¬ 
ture during the current ses¬ 
sion. 

It is my intention to try 
and keep these reports in¬ 
formal, interesting, and as 
far as possible, impartial. I 
leave It to you as to whether 
I have succeeded in any or 
all of these aims. 

The session opened on 
Thursday, February 9th with 
great pomp and ceremony. 
Two bands played, guards 
marched, and cannon boom¬ 
ed a salute in honor of the 
Lieutenant-Governor. 

The Legislative Building 
was decorated with beautiful 
bouquets of flowers which 
complimented the ladies’ 
spring hats and dresses. 

The Lieutenant - Governor 
was escorted into the cham¬ 
ber by the Premier and a 
special military honor guard. 

I was pleased to see George 
Lynch-Staunton, formerly of 
Pincher Creek, in the official 
party, and also to meet Joe 
Malanchuk, who attended 
the opening. 

The Lieutenant - Governor 
was dressed in a most splen¬ 
did uniform covered with 
gold braid and completed 
with a great cockaded hat 
and a sword. It is a measure 
of the man’s warmth and 
good humor that he only 
smiled broadly when his hat 
was knocked over his eyes 
and his sword tried to trip 
him when he sat down. 

The Speech from The 
Throne was quite long and 
outlined in general terms 
of the Government’s propoa- 
ed legislation for the com¬ 
ing year. 

On Friday the main busi¬ 
ness of the session began and 
your member attempted to 
speak on a question of pri¬ 
vilege arising out of the 
events of the special sitting 
in November. During the 
November ^sitting I request¬ 
ed the adjournment of the 
House to inquire into certain 
alleged improprieties on be¬ 
half of two cabinet ministers 
as reported in the Edmonton 
Journal and the Calgary 
Herald. The Premier stated 
at that time that these news¬ 
paper reports were merely 
“malicious gossip," and the 
Leader of the Opposition sug¬ 
gested that unless I proved 
the allegations mentioned in 
the newspaper reports then 
I would be expected to re¬ 
sign my seat in the Legis¬ 
lature. 

It is one of the rules in 
Parliament that a point of 
privilege must be raised at 
the earliest possible oppor¬ 
tunity, which accounts for 
the fact that I attempted to 
raise it on the first day of 
the sittings. However, on the 
Premier’s objection, Mr. 
Speaker ruled that I could 
not make a speech on a point 
of privilege. 

The debate on the reply 
to the Speech from The 
Throne then began with the 
Government members de¬ 
scribing the speech and the 
proposed legislation in glow¬ 
ing terms while the members 
of the Opposition pointed out 
the deficiencies in the Gov¬ 
ernment’s legislative pro¬ 
gram. The Leader of the Op¬ 
position proposed an amend¬ 
ment to the Speech from 
The Throne which was sup¬ 
ported by the five Opposi¬ 
tion members but over¬ 
whelmingly defeated by the 
53 Government members. 

On Wednesday I, as your 
member, took part in the de¬ 
bate and at that time tabled 
a aeries of documents which, 
In my opinion, clearly estab¬ 
lish the need for an inquiry 
Into the conduct of the cab¬ 
inet ministers concerned. The 
matter is to be considered 
further after copies of the 
documents have been made 
available to all of the mem¬ 
bers.

Rforirf From

Jan. 30, 1967. 
As it appears at the moment, 
perhaps the most important and 
far-reaching piece of legislation in 
many years, is Bill C-231, an act to 
define and implement a national 
transportation policy for Canada. 

Railroad abandonment proced¬ 
ure is covered, and a new com¬ 
mission with wide powers has been 
created to handle regulatory mat¬ 
ters concerning railroads, airlines, 
pipelines and trucking. Before any 
railroad is abandoned, there must 
be a public hearing. 

This act is voluminous and re¬ 
quired our best effort for many 
weeks. It was before the House 
of Commons Committee on Trans¬ 
portation for nearly three months 
where over 40 amendments were 
added. It was also on the floor of 
the House of Commons for about 
15 days. Very little is written up 
by newspapers on an important 
piece of legislation like this, be¬ 
cause reporters do not know too 
much about the economic details 
and they are more inclined to 
write up something sensational, in 
order to sell daily newspapers. 

Originally, the bill had a clause 
directing the new commission to 
make a study of the Crows Nest 
Pass freight rates. The purpose 
back of this was to create a situ¬ 
ation for the railroads to obtain 
government subsidies for hauling 
grain. The clause was defeated 
in Committee on the grounds that 
the railroads were given land 
along the rights-of-way and min¬ 
eral rights for a contract in per¬ 
petuity to haul grain at rates set 
under the Crows Nest Pass agree¬ 
ment. Costs have lowered for the 
railroads — instead of a crew 
handling 15 or 20 cars, the same 
crew now transports 100 loaded 
cars, and so cost must be lower, 
but figures obtained from the rail¬ 
roads are not reliable as a basis 
for paying subsidies. 

There are many things in the 
new act that I do not like, but it 
was the best compromise we were 
able to obtain for the people of 
Canada, and, in particular, for the 
farmers of Western Canada.

On this occa¬ 
sion the Minister sat back in his 
seat and refused to answer any 
of the questions that had been 
raised;— this is the first time in 
the many years that I have been 
in Parliament that I have ever 
seen any Minister take this at¬ 
titude. 

This behavior by Mr. Hellyer has 
been described by many as ar¬ 
rogant and contemptuous of Par¬ 
liament, and has, of course, only 
succeeded in irritating the Opposi¬ 
tion Parties. As a result the Min¬ 
ister may expect many hard days 
ahead before Parliament is fin¬ 
ished with his legislation.

Family Service 
Bureau Report 

Part of the chairman’s report 
at the first annual meeting: 

The present format of the Fam¬ 
ily Service Bureau has been in 
existence since the fall of 1965. 
At that time 12 very inexperienced 
people found themselves with the 
responsibility of seeing that the 
staff members were able to func¬ 
tion efficiently. 

Over the past 12 months the 
most pressing problem has been 
that of acquiring sufficient funds 
to run the bureau. As yet this has 
not been resolved. There is no 
United Appeal Fund in our area. 
The necessary funds have come 
from several sources. These in¬ 
clude Catholic Charities of Cal¬ 
gary, town governments, Fraternal 
and service clubs and our Thrift 
Shops. 

When the Government of Alberta 
announced the Preventative Social 
Service program last July, the 
Board of Directors studied the 
plan. We came to the conclusion 
that the communities of the Pass 
and Pincher Creek would benefit 
greatly if they were to undertake 
the program. 

Since August we have, along 
'with government representatives 
been interpreting the Preventative 
Social Service Act to the involved 
communities. A number of meet¬ 
ings have been held. 

H this agreement materialises 
we will be eligible for support, 
thus removing the constant press¬ 
ure of raising funds. This would 
free us to concentrate on proj¬ 
ects that would further benefit the 
people of our area. 

In the past year we have opened 
two Thrift Shop 3. One each in 
Coleman and Pincher Creek. This 
was accomplished by a lot of vol¬ 


unteer work from various groups 
and individuals throughout the 
area. The shops have filled a need 
in the area for a used clothing 
centre. They are run by Mrs. 
Caroe in Coleman and Mrs. Mc¬ 
Kenzie in Pincher Creek. 

To date the shops have provided 
free clothing to 20 needy persons 
and families. 

The Bureau also organized a 
series of lectures on credit buying, 
wills and common legal problems 
of the average families. 

This Christmas the Bureau or¬ 
ganized the making and deliver¬ 
ing of Christmas hampers for the 
needy families of the Pass. Again 
groups within the community were 
enlisted to contribute their time 
and services. The results of this 
project left us all with a feeling 
of satisfaction and accomplish¬ 
ment. 

There are many things apparent 
to the Board of Directors that are 
needed in the area. We hope that 


in the next year we can organ¬ 
ize and initiate the following pro¬ 
grams: 

(a) A driving service for the 
aged and handicapped.
